Situation in Berlin Described as Bad; Government 
Troops and Spartacans Line Up in Ruhr Valley for 
Fight; Essen Communists Increase. 


Order From Ottawa to Dismantle Esquimalt Station 
Creates Speculation as to Probable Location of 
Naval Base Under Federal Policy. 


Only $7,000 Wanted 
to Clinch Project 


Describes It As Neither Class 
Legislation Nor Free 
Trade Policy 


Berlin, March 22.—Conditions in Germany were described by 
the Minister of Defence this morning as extremely serious. 

“You cannot paint the situation throughout Germany too 
black,” an official at the Ministry declared to a correspondent of 
the Associated Press after a survey of the reports that had come in 
during the night. 

The situation in Berlin itself was characterized as * * bad. ’ ’ In one 
case a company of volunteers had been overpowered by Spartacan 
forces, its officers killed and their bodies mutilated. 

The southern and eastern parts of Germany are reported quiet. 
To the north of the Spree in the Berlin district the outposts of 
the regulars have been withdrawn, leaving detachments to guard 
the stockyards and railway station.__ 

The marine brigade and the Baltic 
troops which occupied Berlin during 
the Kapp regime have been cleared 
out from Charlottenburg and have 
joined the other military units at the 
Doberitz ertmp, where they are fight¬ 
ing. These troops, it was stated, will 
be counted as the chief protectors of 
Berlin. 

Neuokoelln and Tempelhof, the 
workingmen’s Residence quarters in 
the suburbs, where disorders oc¬ 
curred Saturday, have been quieted 
by Government troop activities. 

Ruhr Valley. 

Stuttgart, March 22.—(Associated 
Press)—Troops from Silesia are of¬ 
ficially reported to have arrived in 
the Ruhr district and fighting with 
the Spartacan army there is ex¬ 
pected to-morrow. 

It is officially stated here that the 
estimates placing the size of the Red 
forces in the Ruhr region at 70,000 
are exaggerated. 

At Essen. 

London, March 22.—r-The Essen 
t’ommunists number 1,000 well-armed 
workers and troops, and this number 
is steadily increasing, says a dls-‘ 
patch to The London Times from 
Rotterdam, quoting The Rotterdam- 
sch© Coprant's Essen correspondent.

Idea of Book Is to Have 
Treaty of Versailles 
Revised 


Occupation of Ruhr Valley by 
German Troops Breach 
of Pact 


Paris. March 22.—Germans are 
preparing a formidable world pro¬ 
paganda in favor of a revision of the 
Treaty of Versailles and the holding 
of a new international conference at 
which vanquished nations might be 
represented for the object of chang¬ 
ing or eliminating many clauses of 
the present treaty between the Al¬ 
lied nations and Germany, according 
to a Geneva dispatch. 

A book entitled “The Greatest 
Crime of Humanity” has been pre¬ 
pared and 10,000,000 copies printed 
for free distribution, especially in the 
United States, Britain and France. 

The reactionary revolt in Berlin put 
a temporary atop to the movement, 
it was said. 


Paris, March 22.—Spartacan forces 
in the Ruhr Valley of Germany num¬ 
ber at least 20,000. and some estb. 
mate them at 40,000, according to i 
latest advices received at the Foreign 
Office here. They are well organ¬ 
ized. being composed of old shock 
troops and veterans, supplied with 
artillery, machine guns and mine 
throwers and having batteries at 77- 
centlmetre field guns, with plenty of 
ammunition. 

Beerfeld Leads. 

William Major Beerfeld. a relative 
of Maximilian Harden, is commander 
of these tro^psr He was prominent 
’in the Spartlcian circles at the time 
of the armistice, and also in January, 
1918. 

Ebert Government authorities are 
concentrating troops and planning to

, the Spartacans to capitulate. These 
men, however, are younger and less 
‘ trained than the Reds. 

Violation. 

The occupation of the Rhur dis- 
j trict by German tfbops is in direct 
violation of Article 42 and 43 of the 
Treaty of Versailles, it was pointed 
out at the Foreign Office, which add¬ 
ed the comment that this was tlie 
first act committed by Germany In 
violation of the treaty, other viola¬ 
tions being omissions. 

The foreign Office advices regard¬ 
ing the composition of the Red army 
in the Ruhr region are that it was 
recruited for the most part among 
the iron workers.

A Statement. 

To-day a proclamation printed in 
English and Gaelic and signed by 
Father Dominic, chaplain of the “Re¬ 
publican Board,“ was posted about the 
city. It said: 

“With grieved heart I announce to 
you ' the death of our Lord Mayor. 
Thomas Maccurtain. commander of 
the Cork First Brigade of the. army of 
the Republic. The public will observe 
Monday as a civil holiday to afford 
the/citisens an opportunity of testify¬ 
ing their respects to our chief citizen 
and her horror at the brutal and cow¬ 
ardly manner in which he was done 
to death. Let no provocation move our 
citizens to retaliation or to any un¬ 
seemly act.” 

The only reason given for the 
execution of the Lord Mayor is re¬ 
venge for the recent murder of po¬ 
licemen. Some persons to-day ex¬ 
pressed the belief that it meant the 
beginning of a campaign of retalia¬ 
tion for the killing of numerous mem¬ 
bers of the Royal Constabulary and 
soldiers, for which acts no one has yet 
been punished. 

The inquest into the death of the 
Ijord Mayor was begun yesterday, but 
an adjournment was takeu after brief 
formalities had been carried out The 
solicitor for Lord Mayor Maccurtaln's 
family requested that no former po¬ 
liceman should serve on the corner's 
Jury. 


The Protestant Bishop and other 
ministers also denounced the mur¬ 
der from their pulpits to-day. 

At a meeting of the Cork Unionist 
Association to-day, presided over by 
the Karl of Banden, resolutions ex¬ 
pressing horror at the murders of 
Lord Mayor Maccurtain and Con¬ 
stable Murtagh were passed. The 
resolutions expressed the hope that 
the Government would restore order 
in the city. 

James Walsh, a brother-in-law of 
Lord Mayor Maccurtain, was sleep¬ 
ing in Maccurtaln's house on the 
night of the murder. Several shots 
were fired .at him. He says he es¬ 
caped by putting out a light and ly¬ 
ing on the floor. Walsh also de¬ 
clares that there were some men in 
the street near the house while the 
murderers were inside.

G. H. Sawden was elected as 
British Columbia director. 

More Needed. 

During the preeentation of the re¬ 
port of the directors it was clearly 
set forth that there was not nearly 
the quantity of registered seed in 
Canada there should be. After 
making reference to the growing of 
the seed and the care that should be 
exercised in its selection, it was 
mentioned that the cost of securing 
registered stocks of seeds by seed 
houses was very considerable. 

Letters from several well-known 
Western growers appended to the re¬ 
port outlined the advantages that 
would accrue through a system of 
storage and cleaning of registered 
seeds being Instituted. At one stage 
the report mentioned the advisability 
of the operation of a seed elevator 
situated in the West and the central¬ 
ization of the control of the register¬ 
ed trade.

C. H. French, manager of the uil- 
lon's Bay Company at Victoria, ad¬ 
dressed the Vancouver committee 
planning a pagent in May, in the, 
Vacouver City Hall on Friday. 

Victoria's pagent programme will 
include a procession in the moaning, 
Indian sports in the afternoon above 
the Gorge and a fireworks displuy in 
the evening, said Mr. French, who 
has charge of the company's archives 
in this province. He gave a very in¬ 
teresting address from his knowledge 
gained in that capacity.

In view of the efforts that are being 
made to revive wooden shipbuilding 
in Victoria, the following, culled from 
the Overseas edition of the ixmdon 
Daily Mall, Illustrative of the return 
of the sailing ship to Its own, is of 
Interest: 

"God Almighty's wind Is cheaper 
than steam and always was." 

These words are spoken by one of 
the character* In “The Call of the 
Offshore Wind," a romunce of ships 
and shipbuilding on the Mulne coast, 
by. Mr. Ralph D. Paine. 

The theme Is the revival of the 
building of wooden ships on that 
coast, and especially of those big 
four, five, and even six-masted 
schooners which, before the wus 
practically unknown on this side of 
the water, are now seen in our ports 
in increasing numbers. 

This type of vessel—either with or 
without auxiliary power—has un¬ 
doubtedly come to stay, and with 
th«* Increasing cost of all kinds of 
fuel it Is likely enough that ship 
owners will be more inclined to 
avail themselves of the free use of 
"God Almighty's wind." 

Cargoes which do not suffer by 
delay or damp i wooden ships, par¬ 
ticularly American softwood vessels, 
generally strain at the seams In 
heavy weather, to the detriment of 
their cargoes)—cargoes such as lum¬ 
ber. nitrates, ores of various kinds, 
feritlizers, and the like—should be 
available for sailing craft more fre¬ 
quently than hitherto; and, indeed, 
the presence In European harbors of 
the American ships Just described 
seems to suggest that the revival of 
sail has already begun, at any rate in 
the United States. 

British Problem 

But the words quoted at the be¬ 
ginning of this article have an equal 
applicability to our own transport 
problem. Balling craft have, of 
course, been always largely used in 
our coasting trade, but the war has 
taken a heavy toll of them and the 
low rates on the railways have hit 
them as well as the coasting steam¬ 
ers. 

Conditions are In many respects, 
very different in this country from 
those prevailing on the American 
coast. The native supply of cheap 
j lumber has naturally Influenced the 
character of American shipbuilding.

The City Council must decide in 
the near future the date on which the 
annual tax sale will be held. On 
account of certain peculiar circum¬ 
stances. this decision-involves an Im¬ 
portant question of policy about 
which there appears to be some dif¬ 
ference of opinion. 

A payment under the ten-year In¬ 
stalment plan of tax relief is due on 
September 15 of this year. Accord¬ 
ing to the Act, If any person who Is 
utilizing the ten-year plan falls to 
meet this puyment the property ar¬ 
rears of taxes upon which he is pay¬ 
ing up Is offered for sale at the next 
tax sale. Moreover, if such owner*, 
while paying the annual Instalment, 
fail to pay the current tuxes upon 
the property, the property Is forth¬ 
with sold. 

If. therefore, the Council shoula 
decide to hold the tax sale after Sept. 
15. undoubtedly a large amount of 
property upon which owners fulled 
to pay the annual instalment or the 
current taxes would l*e sold, and the 
owners would he given practically 
no time to prevent this sale. If. 
however, the trfx sale is held before 
September 15—that is. before these 
payments fall due—then the property 
Involved would not be sold until the 
next sale, about a year later. In this 
way the owners would have an op¬ 
portunity to meet the payments. 

A number of the aldermen who 
have considered the matter are In 
favor of holding the sale early In 
order that this property may not be 
taken over by the city. Looking back 
upon the disastrous tax sale of last 
year, they feel that the city has all 
the property, and more, that is de¬ 
sirable. 

This mattergwll! he considered by 
the Council in the near future An 
early decision is necessary if the tax 
snip is to be held before September 
15, in order that various preparations 
may be made.

LOAN TO HELP FIRST 
DYEING OPERATIONS 


The Department of Industries 
Gives Assistance to Boost 
Textile Trade 


To assist in the establishment of 
British Columbia’s first complete 
dyeing plant, the Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Industries has extended a 
loan of $19,000 to the Vancouver 
Knitting Company. 

The company is proceeding with 
the establishment of the plant at 
present In the Terminal City. Up to 
the present all knitting firms in the 
Province have had to secure their 
yarns already dyed from the East 
-and they have always experienced 
difficulty in matching colors already 
in their possession. The new plant, 
however, will do away with such 
trouble. 

Erection of a dyeing plant in the 
West is considered as a big step for¬ 
ward in the establishment of a real 
textile industry which in time will 
compete with the great mills of the 
East. 

The Department also recently ex¬ 
tended a loan of $1,500 to E. J. 
Wakefield, bf North Vancouver, who 
will use the money in prosecuting 
the manufacture of willow furniture. 
He intends to plant a willow bottom 
to produce the raw material for his 
furniture. 

WILL HELP RELIEVE 
UNEMPLOYMENT HERE 


H, S, Creech, of Employment 
Bureau, Says Shipbuilding 
Programme Will Help

As a result of the successful efforts 
of the Victoria Shipowners, Ltd., in 
"putting over" the shipbuilding pro¬ 
gramme, S. Harvey Creech, manager 
of the Provincial Government Em¬ 
ployment Office, looks for a very ma¬ 
terial increase in the demand for 
labor locally. This, he contends, with 
the usual demand for labor during the 
Spring season, will greatly relieve the 
unemployment situation. 

Mr. Creech in his report for the 
week ending Saturday last states that 
there was a slight increase in the de¬ 
mand for la^or over the previous 
week. No noticeable increase, how¬ 
ever. will take place until the Bhip 
| building programme is instituted. 

Farm Hands Wanted. 

"The out-of-town demand at the 
present time Beemed to be fairly well 
supplied in so far as logging camps 
and sawmills are concerned,” says Mr. 
breech. “There, is still, however, a 
steady call for machinists, lathe 
hands and fitters for railroad shops, 
and also a demand for quartz miners. 
All farm hands out of employment 
\nd desirous of going to the Prairies 
to assist in seeding should register at 
the bureau without delay. The wages 
offered for this work are from $70 to 
$80 a month.” 

The following placements were re¬ 
corded at the male branch last week; 
Agriculture, 1; domestic and general, 
2 ; fishing, 1; laboring-general, 10; 
lumbering and forestry. metal 
trades, 2; quarrying. 2; railway con¬ 
struction, 1; railway operation. 4; 
shipping. 2; casual placements, *.7. 

Women’s Work. 

In the women's branch of the 
bureau the usual difference between 
vacancies and applications in all do¬ 
mestic positions was noticed. There 
were 41 vacancies reported and 26 
applications for work. 21 of which 
were, domestic. There were 14 per¬ 
manent placements recorded. The 
charwomen registered 20 applications 
for work and there were 16 vacancies 
and 13 placements made.
